the lake, which forms a plain at its base,

suddenly with his face to the slope down 
which he has descended at such break- 
neck speed. 


It is in the taking of this leap that the 


most exciting part of the performance is 
exhibited, on which the applause of the 
spectators is concentrated. 
The greater 


the leap the ruore applause and \honor for 
the skier. 
The record l»ap until recently 


was eighty-eeve-n feet, which mas made 
by a daring youth at one of the Holmen- 
kollen meetings.
